Visits in China. 


After visiting Japan the Mission 
would proceed to China and call 
on the Nationakist Government at 
Nanking. The Mission would} 
‘spend several months visiting, 
among other places, Shanghai, 
Hankow (if possibley, Northern 
China and the district around 
Canton. 

He pointed out that the Mis- 
sion includes members of the cot- 
ton, woo] and engineering (iron 
and steel) industries, and also of

A serious situation has develop- 
ed inthe Sind owing to the floods. 
Thirty thousand people have with- 
drawn to Sukkur, thousands have 
been rendered homeless and. over ‘a 
hundred villages have been sub- 
merged. 

The waters are now closing in on 
Shikarpur from the north and west. 
An area of 150 square miles from 
the river to Shikarpur is inundu~ 
ated, enormous damage has been 
done to crops, and there has been 
a great loss of cattle. 

Three hundred Dacoits plunder- 
ed houses at Khanpur which had 
been vacated by wealthy mey- 
chants, and looted property valued 
at sixty lakhs of rupees.—Renter.
